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FOLLOW THESE DIRECTIONS CAREFULLY 


To allow the French Lilac its natural spread, the plants should be 
set not less than 8 feet apart. Dig a hole as large as a bushel basket. 
Fill back with rich top soil mixed with one-third part well-rotted 
cow manure if same is obtainable, and tramp down firmly until you 
can place the plants on this soil so that when roots are spread out 
naturally, the crown will be from 4 to 6 inches deeper than it was in 
the nursery row. 

Work the soil carefully among the roots until the hole is half full: 
then tramp this down unusually hard. Then fill the hole full of water. 
After this has settled away fill the hole with loose mellow soil until 
it is rounding full, then tramp lightly. Keep plants well hoed. Where 
planting is done in the fall, place a coarse mulch 6 inches deep about 
the bushes the first winter to keep ground from heaving. 


FERTILIZERS 


A Lilac likes a sweet soil and responds wonderfully to applications of lime. Use 
4 quarts of lime to a large bush each year if you have an acid soil.. Otherwise lime 
is unnecessary. All seed houses usually carry lime or your County Agent may be 
able to give you this information. Any good, well balanccd fertilizer can be used 
with good -results, 

Heavy application of well-rotted barnyard manure every year covering the 
ground about the bushes is best. 


CHARLES JOLY. D. Purple-red. One of the best of the double dark 
reds. Bush medium both in size and height, limbs growing very up- 
right. Rather large blooms, held erect well above the foliage; very 
striking.

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WHEN TO PLANT YOUR LILACS 
Lilacs can be planted with perfect safety either in the spring 
or in the fall. In the fall we begin to send out our plants the 
latter part of September, and we continue to make shipments 
throughout the fall months. If Lilacs are planted in the spring, 
they should be planted as early in the season as possible. 


THIS IS IMPORTANT . 

Many make the mistake of planting the Lilac too shallow. Most 
shrubs should be planted with the crowns about 2 inches below 
the surface. Lilacs do much better if planted with the crown 6 
inches below the surface line as illustrated in the picture. 


THE ABOVE PICTURE 


is from a photograph of four average-sized plants of our Own- 
_ Root French Lilacs, showing one plant of a two- to three-foot 
size, and three plants of a three- to four-foot size. 

The line running through each plant shows the depth you 
should plant your bushes.

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CONTROL OF PESTS 


PESTS: Oystershell scale and the Lilac borer are about the only enemies of the 
Lilac. For oystershell scale use as a spray either lime-sulphur or an oil spray. Use 
liquid lime-sulphur in preference to dry at the rate of 1 part to 7 parts water, or 
if the oil spray is used, then at the rate of 1 part to 15 parts water. In using the 
oil spray be sure the sprayer is thoroughly cleaned out before putting in the oil. 
Lime-sulphur spray should be applied just as the buds are beginning to green, 
while the oil spray should be used just before the buds show any green. 


_ The LILAC BORER is best handled by prevention. If bushes are kept well cul- 

tivated and growing, there is but little borer trouble. Where the borer is at work, 
he may be taken and killed by running a small wire into the hole and twisting it 
around to becom pe this. One can also shoot carbon bisulphide into the furrow 
of the borer with a medicine or fountain pen dropper; then plug up the entrance 
with putty or gum, 





OLIVIER DE SERRES. D. A clear, clean, uniform light blue. The bush 
is tall and a good grower. The large double flowers are packed closely 
on the stem. Panicles are very large and the general effect of the 
plant when in full bloom is simply amazing. Like all of these Lilacs 
one does not see this variety at its very best until the plant is from 
8 to 10 years of age.

Why Lilacs May Fail to Bloom 


We are asked a number of times during the course of the year, 
“Why do my Lilacs fail to bloom?” 


It is impossible to answer this question satisfactorily by letter. 
There are a number of reasons why Lilacs fail to bloom. We 
cannot tell which special reason is applicable in each individual 
case. We are giving a number of causes in this catalog and leav- 
ing you to decide which of these fit your individual problem. 


We have no difficulty here at the nursery. Our plants are 
loaded with flowers each year and if your plants are not giving 
satisfactory bloom, some one of the following causes. must be 
responsible. 


1. Your plants may not have been handled carefully enough when you made your 
planting. The roots may have been exposed to the air and some of the vitality of 
the plant weakened. A bundle of Lilacs comes to you and this bundle is often 
opened up and the plants separated and looked over. Then they are laid out in 
the sun or shade while the holes for them are dug and the planting goes on. The 
plants grow but they received a setback from this exposure of the roots and it 
often takes two or three years to overcome this mistreatment. 









2. It may be the roots were not spread out carefully and soil packed tightly 
about them at planting time. The roots may have become jammed in a cramped 
and twisted mass in tne hole, and growth stunted. In filling in the hole dry dirt 
may have been pulled in over the roots and so reduced the vitality of the plant 
as to check its right growth for several years. 


3. The young plant may be planted so close to trees or larger shrubs as to rob 
it of much of its vitality. 


4, It may be in too much shade or in dry gravelly soil. 


Lilacs like a rich heavy 
soil but not a wet acid soil. 


5. It may be your plants are making altogether too much growth and that such 
growth needs checking. Or they may have formed a great mass of heavy branches 
from the ground with a tremendous branchy top growth and have reached a point 
where they have stopped going forward and produce no bloom. If your plants are 
making a very rapid growth, sending out long new shoots with no bloom, go 
through your plants about the middle of June and trim out about one-half of the 
new growth back to the old wood. This will have a tendency to cause blooming 
buds to set on the balance of the new growth for the next year. If your bushes 
have a great many branches from the ground and many short top branches go 
through your plants in March jn the north or earlier in the South (before the sap 
starts) and cut out about one-half of the old branches to the ground. This will 
cause a new growth which no doubt will bring the plant into heavy blooming. 











_ Now any of the foregoing causes might be the reason your Lilacs are not bloom- 
ing. You are in a position to analyze your difficulty much better than we. We 
have no further information to offer. 





Plant Smaller Lilac Bushes 


We believe people will have better success in their planting 
of Lilacs if they plant a small bush instead of a large one. With 
this fact in mind, we are employing a different method in our 
own growing of Lilacs for our future sales. 


We find by cutting our two-year plants back to within a few 
inches of the ground at the beginning of their third growing 
season, we produce a better branched bush. This bush will have 
a much heavier root system and this is what we have been 
working for. After cutting our plants back to the ground in 
their third year, the height they make during the summer de- 
pends entirely upon that growing season. Lilacs grown in this 
way produce a much heavier root system and are more branch- 


ed. 


Because of this heavier root system, they are much easier to 
make grow than larger Lilacs grown by our former method. 


TO LILAC LOVERS 


Don’t overlook our listing of three Great Lilacs, Diderot, Etna 
and La Place on page 5. 


We have found since grading that we have only 16 plants of 
Diderot and we cannot sell this variety separately. These 3 varie- 
ties are the very choicest and also the very scarcest of our entire 
list. If you love Lilacs, you need all three. 





LILAC DESCRIPTIONS 


Many of the peculiarities of any variety of Lilac are easily de- 
scribed. One can tell at a glance whether the florets are single, 
semi-double, or double, or whether the panicles are simple or com- 
pound, long or short, loose or compact. 


But when it comes to color probably no two persons would 
name exactly alike the colors of any dozen varieties of Lilacs. 


A little explanation may help to interpret our descriptions. 
When we say a Lilac is red. we do not mean that it is scarlet; or, 
when we say it is blue, we do not mean sky-blue, as an occasional 
customer seems to expect. The truth is, the colors of all Lilacs 
are soft. They are made up of different proportions of blue and 
red with more or less addition of white. If the red predominates 
in the light shades, we may call the color pink or rose. If the blue 
predominates decidedly, we may call the color blue; but if the 
blue while dominant is less pronounced we may call it lavender 
or lilac or violet. or mauve. 


In the dark colors, if the red predominates decidedly we may 
call it red, as with Reaumur. If the blue predominates we call it 
purple. Then to be more definite we sometimes say reddish purple 
or purplish red. 


It raust be remembered also that, aside from difficulty of get- 
ting an exact name for the normal color of a variety, this color 
may change somewhat with the season. For example, this year we 
had cool, cloudy, and rainy weather throughout the Lilac season. 
Consequently, the colors were all darker than usual. The character 
of the soil also sometimes changes the color slightly. 


We make our description as clear as we can, but we under- 
stand how difficult it is for a purchaser who cannot visit a Lilac 
field during the blooming season to make his selection. However, 
we list only good varieties, those that should give much pleasure 
to those who plant them.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR PLANTING PEONIES 


If you are ready to plant your Peonies when they arrive, wash 
off all packing material and drop the roots into water. Just be- 
fore planting, remove the labels so the wire will not cut the roots. 
Dig a hole 2 feet in diameter and from 1 to 14 feet deep. Place 
the Peony root in the hole so the eyes on the root are 2 inches 
below the level of the ground. It may be necessary to place more 
soil back into the hole in order not to have the eyes more than 2 
inches below the level of the ground. Be sure the soil is tamped 
down well so it will not settle any more. Hold the division erect 
in the center of the hole with one hand, with the other draw in 
the soil and pack it firmly about the root so that just the eyes 
show. Give the root a pail of water and then fill in the balance 
of the hole and firm the soil tightly. Just as soon as the Peony 
appears above the ground, begin to cultivate at least twice each 
week until August Ist. By keeping the soil loose during the first 
growing season, there should be no loss.

HIGH BUSH CRANBERRY 


The High Bush Cranberry is native all over 
the wooded sections of Northern Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota. Thousands of bush- 
els of fruit are gathered each fall and made into 


jelly. 

There is a great variation in the size of 
the fruit. Some bushes bear fruits twice 
as large as that of others. Our bushes are 
grown from fruit selected from bushes 
growing the very largest berries we could 
find. The berries are not good to pick and 
eat from the bush. They are disappoint- 
ing if they are bought with such an idea 
in mind, but they are fine for culinary pur- 
poses and make a jelly that looks and 
tastes exactly like that of the marsh Cran- 
berry, such as you buy at the grocery. It is 
for the jelly that this fruit is used.

Divide plants 
every two years. Mulch with straw over winter; do not use leaves as they may 
smother out your plants. Space plants from 18 to 24 inches apart. Always expect 
some casualties; few plantings turn out 100 per cent.

CHRYSANTHEMUM 
SUGGESTIONS 


In our list of Mums we are offering this spring, no two are alike. They 
may be the same color, but they will vary in form, size and season of 
blooming. If you order any of our collections, you will be sure to get a 
variety of colors. 


In ordering Mums, kindly bear in mind they should not be planted 
in the garden until all danger of frost is over. If you will state in your 
order what is likely to be a favorable time for planting in your locality, 
we will be guided accordingly in making shipment to you. However, 
we must begin to send out our southern orders as early as possible, and 
if you should be caught by a late unexpected frost, it will be necessary 
to cover your plants until the danger passes. 


If you wish bushy plants literally loaded with bloom, three things 
are absolutely essential. 


First: You must keep your plants well cultivated. Use a hoe. Nothing 
is better for this purpose than our All-Purpose Hoe. Stir the ground 
at least once a week and you will have wonderful Mums. 


Second: To have sturdy well-branched plants, the terminal shoots 
should be pinched back about twice during the season. Remove about 
one-half inch of the tip of the main shoots. The last pinching should 
be done between July 15th and August lst. This pinching is a painful 
EReeae for most people but it is essential if you desire strong, sturdy 
plants. 


Third: Chrysanthemums respond wonderfully to applications of fer- 
tilizer. Well-rotted barnyard manure spread over the ground between 
plants and about 2 inches from the main stem is splendid. There are 
a number of good commercial fertilizers. Vigoro is one. Make a trench 
about 2 inches from the plant and 1 inch deep. Scatter a heaping tea- 
spoonful of Vigoro in the trench and cover with soil. Then take the 
nozzle from the hose and let the water run slowly over the ground until 
the soil is drenched. Watering in this way is much better than overhead 
sprinkling.

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eu Blowering Crabs 


HISTORY OF THESE NEW CRABS 


The Hopa Flowering Crab was introduced by Dr. N. E. Hansen of 
the South Dakota: Horticultural Station of Brookings in 1920. 


This was the first Flowering Crab with colored bloom hardy enough 
to withstand the trying winter climate of the Middle Northwest. 


The fame of the Hopa soon spread across the Nation and it was not 
long before it was growing in gardens clear across the northern border 
of our country and far up into Western Canada. 


We have two of the finest Hopas sent out by Dr. Hansen growing on 
our home grounds. These trees have a trunk diameter of 10 inches, are 
about 25 feet tall, and have a limb spread of 28 feet. The Hopa is a 
tremendous bloomer and when these two trees are in flower they are one 
solid mass of bloom. 

We have seen ali the flowering trees of Florida and California, the 
Cherries of Washington, the flowering shrubs along our Eastern and 
Western coasts, but we have never seen anything more beautiful than 
these large Hopa Crabs on our home place. 


Now the female parent of the Hopa is the pink blossomed Crab, 
Niedzwetzkyana, which grows wild in the high mountains between 
Turkestan and China. 

Prof. Hansen’s success with the Hopa pointed out the way. Miss Isa- 
bella Preston of the Canadian Experimental Farms at Ottawa, made 
many crosses using Niedzwetskyana as the mother parent. Her success 
has been wonderful. Over 1700 of her seedlings have been tested out at 
Morden, Manitoba, for hardiness, good color, and general desirability. 
The authorities in charge at Brookings, S. D., at Morden, Manitoba, and 
Ottawa have been very kind to us keeping us informed about these new 
varieties and have from time to time sent us propagating stock of what 
they considered the choicest ones. 

From these we have built up a stock of most desirable Crabs which we 
think will do well all over the country.

PLUM-CHERRY HYBRIDS 


People who live in the Middle West from Texas on the south, up through Okla- 
homa, Kansas, Nebraska, South Dakota, North Dakota, to Manitoba on the north and 
adjacent bordering territories, cannot afford to miss planting these Plum-Cherry 
hybrids.

Plant Plum-Cherries in your garden. Many should bear the first year and all will bear heavily the second year. 











GROW IN BUSH FORM 


All of these Plum-Cherries do best and bear more abundantly when 
grown in bush form. Keep them all trimmed by severely cutting out 
the old wood. This causes them to throw many suckers which will all 
bear at two years of age. These Plum-Cherries should be planted about 
14 ft. apart. 


When you receive these trees the most of them will seem to be tree 
form but after being planted they will send limbs out from the trunk. 
Let some of these grow and they will soon develop into bush form. 
Each year trim out some of the old wood and let some new wood grow 
in its place.

COMPASS. This was the first of all the Plum-Cherry hybrids to be in- 
troduced. It has been grown here in Minnesota for nearly 50 years 
and has proved to be one of the most satisfactory and dependable 
fruits we have. Fruit is round, red, and about three-fourths inch in 
diameter. It is fair to eat from the tree but it makes a splendid 


Cherry to can. It is also one of the best varieties to use as a fertilizer 
of all Plums and Plum-Cherry hybrids. 


CHAMPA. This Cherry differs from the others we list. Its blossoms 
are a very delicate pink. It grows to a height of 5 or 6 feet and is 
literally covered with elongated blue-black Cherries about one-half 
inch in diameter. It is probably the heaviest bearer of all the hybrids. 
The fruit makes a tasty jam with a pleasant flavor all its own. 


EZAPTAN. Plum-Cherry hybrid. A Plum-Cherry of the same line of 
breeding as Sapa and a splendid kind to plant with that variety as a 

- fertilizer. Ezaptan is noted as an early and heavy bearer of dark 
purple fruits more richly colored even than Sapa. Quality is delicious, 
color a black-purple-red from skin to pit. 


MORDEN No. 121 and 122. These are two new varieties sent to us 
by the Canadian Station at Morden, Manitoba. They are very much 
alike. They are large, of fine quality, and the fruit is grown abun- 
dantly on low spreading bushy trees. The fruit is about an inch in 
diameter and an inch and a quarter long. Flesh of fruit is green, rich, 
and very tasty. Pit is small. Excellent for sauce and jam. They are 
too much alike to try to describe separately. Both should be planted 
for cross fertilization. 


OPATA. The Opata is another very fine Plum-Cherry, a sister fruit of 
the Sapa. It has a reddish blue skin and green flesh. Not as desirable 
- as the Sapa for canning but it is much better for eating from the tree. 


RUBY. A hybrid Cherry that comes to us from Canada. We have long 
desired a red-fruited variety among these Cherry hybrids and we 
have this in Ruby. Tremendous bearer of large red Cherries, very 
fine for sauce, jellies and jams, 


SAPA. (See color illustration.) Planted in great quantities throughout 
the middle northwest in commercial orchards. This is the great 
purple-fleshed Cherry. An absolutely hardy tree that begins to bear 
as a two-year-old. Just loaded with great crops of fruit borne all 
along the limbs of the bushlike trees. Fruit about an inch in diameter, 
flesh rich purple, juicy, and delicious flavor.

We were doubtful at the 
time that they would do well in this climate but decided to give them a try and 
they have done wonderfully well and have given us and our friends untold pleasure. 

We bought 50 plants from you in the fall of 1937 and so far we have never had 
to replace a plant. I think we. bought 3 to 4 ft. plants and now they are all well 
over 6 ft. and some are fully 8 ft. or more tall. We have given them heavy appli- 
cations of barnyard manure twice a year and lime once a year since we have had 
them ane that is all. They have never been watered and they have never been 
sprayed. 

The plants bloomed some the first spring we had them and have increased in 
pou each year and we have been particularly delighted with the lovely fall 
blooms. 

This spring they have been perfectly gorgeous, every one of the colors in bloom 
at the same time and a truly breath-taking sight. We feel that we have never made 
a better investment for beauty and pleasure, and I thought you would like to know 
about it as most people seem to think Lilacs will not succeed here.

The Anoka often bears some fruit at two 
years in the nursery and after being transplanted in your garden it 
should be in heavy bearing the third year. It is a small Apple, of fair 
not high quality, of mild flavor, good to eat and also to cook.

Some 40 years ago a neighbor brought us some beautiful 
very dark red Apples which he said were his origination. The Apples 
were of medium size and beautiful in appearance. They tasted as 
good.as they looked. We started to grow and sell this variety to our 
customers. For a number of years we ceased to grow Apples but the 
trees we did sell still continue to bear great crops of fruit. So many 
of our customers have inquired for this variety that we are again 
growing the McLean. We call it one of our best. 


MINJON. One of the new Minnesota Apples recently named. This 
Apple was tested over a period of 20 years under many trying condi- 
tions before it was introduced. It has the earmarks of being one of 
the best Apples ever brought out. A brilliant all-over red of medium 
size and of the highest quality. Flesh yellow with a-tinge of red 
beneath the skin. It follows the Wealthy in season and keeps from 
late fall to Christmas.

It is all a gamble as to what one 
gets from such bushes. Our bushes are all propagated either 
by budding or grafting exactly as standard Cherries and Plums 
are and one gets exactly what he purchases—i. e. named Bush 
Cherries identical with the parent bush which we selected.

Though generally grown for the fruit, these Cherries are real 
ornamental bushes. The bush is very graceful and works nicely 
into ornamental plantings.

These Cherries are mainly black in color, mostly round, and 
about three-fourths inch in diameter. They are all on the sweet 
order with no trace of acidity, but some of them retain a trace 
of the flavor of the wild Sand Cherry. Some might object to 
this if eaten from the bush, but when they-are made up into 
jelly, jam, or sauce, they have a flavor that everyone likes. 


SIZE OF BUSH 


The bushes attain an average height of 31 feet and the 
same diameter. They are tremendous bearers, so much so that 
the fruit will often bend the entire bush to the ground.

A fine ornamental shrub that can be used in any orna- 
mental planting and also bear great crops\of fine Cherries 
at the same time. 


These bushes grow to a final height of about seven feet. The shrub is nicely 
shaped, with clean foliage that looks well all season. It can be worked into a 
planting about the house or in the shrub border. The flowers come early, just 
before the leaves. The color is an apple-blossom-pink in the bud but gradually 
opening into a pure white. 

Several varieties must be planted together. Otherwise the Nanking Cherry 
will not bear fruit. The fruit of the improved varieties is oval in shape, three- 
fourths inch long by one-half inch or a little better in diameter. The color 
varies from a very light pink to a rather deep red; the pit is small and the 
quality is good but a trifle acid with no bitterness. 


This is not a Cherry to eat from the bush but it makes up into wonderful 
jam or jelly, tasty and different. 





Prof. Alderman, in charge of the Minnesota Fruit 
Breeding Farm Station, said on December 11th last 
in an address before the Minnesota Nurserymen’s 


Association: ““There is no longer any question as to 
the value of the fruit of the Nanking Cherry.” 





The Nanking shown in color was taken here at our 
nursery just as we were picking the fruit. The fruit 
on some varieties is much larger than the fruit of the 
Brilliant. The variety Brilliant is one of our own de- 
velopments. One plant of the Brilliant will go into 
every order. 


A HEAVY CROPPER 


Last year our bushes were eight years old and we 
had a tremendous crop. The fruit comes close to the 
limbs from the ground up, and is packed close together 
all along the limb. A solid mass of fruit is formed on 
every limb from tip down. A neighbor sold many crates 
containing 16 quarts each on the St. Paul market. In 
two years after planting a bush should bear three or 
four quarts of fruit that makes as fine jam as one would 
care to: eat.
